The Inspector of the Poor House and Industrial Farm, respectfully 
reports. 

That during the last vear ending the First day of December, Inst., 
there have been 65 inmates in: the House for 2 Jonger or shorter 
period, the highest number being 40, the: lowest 26,.and the average 
ne cbagd for the vear being 32, of whieh ot were “Males and 11 Fe- 
males .

There were from the Township of Townsend, 6 
do Windham, 4

Mr. and Mrs. Wallis, (the Master and Matron,) and one Servant, 
making in the whole an average of 35, to be provided for during the 
year. I find that the cost of each inmate for the year for Fuel, 
Board, Clothing and incidental expense amounts to $43.42 cents. 
Upon adding the interest on the money expended for the purchase of 
the Farm, the erection of the Buildings and the Salaries of the sever- 
al Officers (for which I refer toa detailed statement annexed) and 
deducting the net Profit of the Farm, the total cost to the County 
for each inmate amounts to $58,68 cents, per annum; a much less 
_ amount than was considered requisite ; and I congratulate the Coun- 

cil on the success of the charitable measures. they have devised for 
the attainment of an object, in which economy and proper eare. for 
the health and comfort of the Inmates have been united. 

I have much pleasure in reporting more favorably of the behaviour 
of the inmates ; as since an example was made of one cr two of the 
most refraetory, there has been little cause for complaint. 

_ There is one child in the House mentally afflicted, that is not a fit 
subject for a Poor House; as she is so violent at i niéy: as to render 
it absolutely necessary to chain her, and then she disturbs the whole 

Household with her outcry. 

_ There has been as little sickness in the House as could be expected 
considering the age and the infirmaties of many of the inmates. 

The amount of money granted for religious aid and instructions is 
_ nearly exhausted, and I hopea further appropriation will be made 
“for this purpose. © 
_ The Farm, considering the unfavorable season, and the disadvanta- 
 ges-of being without any Team or the help of able bodied men with- 
gut hiring ; “turned ‘out as well ag could be RE

The Annual Report of the Medical Superintendent of Poor 66 
and Gaol Surgeon, is as follows: 

“ The Poor Honse continues to be a refuge for many unfortunates 
of both sexes; many have availed themselves of the medical treatment 
there provided; and so enabled to go forth to pursue their usual ayoca- 
tions. In this respect 1t proves to be a hospital as well as a poor 
house, and a number have been admitted during the past year for med- 
ical treatment solely: . More sickness, chiefly bilious and intermittant 
fever, has prevailed during the past summer than in any correspond- 
ing pericd since the opening of the House. Three deaths have occur- 
red, ‘viz.: John O’Connor, from cancer of the lower jaw; Archibald 
Walker, from consumption; and John Smithwick, from congestion of 
the lungs. There have been 33 admissions into ‘the House, viz.: 20 
from Canada; 5, Ireland; 7, England; 1, United States. Of these, 19 
were mes and 14 females. The greater number were under 30 years 
of age; 2 over 80 years of age; 9 between 60 and 80; 8 hetween30 
and 60; 14 under 30. The “diseases, treated during the year—3 with 
consumption; 1, fractured thigh; 2, paralysis; 1, cancer; 4, diseases of 
the eye; -1,:sore ‘foot; 15, fevers. ~The number in the House at pres- 
ent is 32-22 ragie and 10 females. There is still room for the ad- 
mission of 7 more. Mr, and Mrs. Wallis continue to discharge their 
duties as satisfactory as heretofore; and the inmates express thomselvos 
well content with the treatment they receive at their hands. TI-would 
again beg to point out to your honorable body, the desirability of 
changing the internal arrangements of the top flat of the new build- 
ing. At prosent the rooms are so badly arranged, that many of them 
are too small to contain two individuals, and too large for one. What 
¥ would recommend is, to divide the upper flat into two large wards,

thus utilising the long hall as now laid out. | In-this way the space 
taken up by the passages and partitions, would be saved; and a.so che 
heating ard ventilation of the building would be rendered more’ per- 
fect. Room could thus be furnished for eight or ten additional indi- 
viduals, which is now occupied by walls and passages. ; 

Tue Gaou.-——During the past year there have been more inmates 
confined in this institution than last year, and more sickness has pre- 
vailed. Several lunatics have been admitted from time to time, and 
after the necessary ¢xaminations, have been sent to ube Asylum.— 
There is still one remaining in Gaol, awaiting the usual order for her 
removal. Mr. Wood, and his assistant, Mr. Babcock, as well] as the 
invaluable Matron, Mrs. Babeock, still continue to discharge their du- 
ties in a faithful and careful manner. I have always found at my 
visits, both to the Poor House and Gaol, everything clean, neat, and 
tidy. This, Gentlemen, closes my report for the year 1871, and I 
trust that the working of the system introduced into our County Poor 
House, will prove as great a success in the future as it has in the past.

Your committee would also recommend that the Sherii¥ 
be instructed to purchase the necessary articles, as per Schedule furn- 
ished of articles required for the use of the Gaol. And would further 
regommond that the County Surveyor be instructed to purchase mat:
